PREFACE 


This  volume  is  an  attempt  to  supply  a 
want  which  has  been  felt  by  many  besides 
myself  when  called  upon  to  minister  to  the 
sick,  suffering,  and  infirm  in  the  wards  of 
our  hospitals  (or  in  a sick-room). 

It  lays  no  claim  to  originality ; it  is  for 
the  most  part  taken  from  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer  (and  from  ancient  sources). 
It  is  in  no  way  intended  to  interfere  with 
the  use  of  that  book,  but  rather  to  serve  as 
an  introduction  to  its  proper  use. 

Many  of  those  in  the  wards  of  a hospital^ 
even  though  nominally  members  of  the 
Church,  have  the  greatest  difficulty  in  finding 
the  various  parts  of  the  Services  in  the  Prayer 
Book ; while  to  those  who  may  never  have 
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been  accustomed  to  any  religious  service,  the 
difficulty  is  at  first  insurmountable.  The  dis- 
appointment of  those  who  are  thus  hindered 
from  joining  audibly  with  their  companions 
in  the  Service  is  seen  in  their  faces,  and  often 
proves  a serious  discouragement  when  they 
are  beginning  to  be  interested  in  higher  and 
better  things. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  compiler  that  the  short 
simple  Services  in  this  volume  may  be  the 
means  of  enabling  such  to  take  a part  in  the 
worship  of  God  not  merely  with  the  lips  but 
with  the  understanding  also,  and  so  be  brought 
to  realize  more  and  more  c that  there  is  none 
other  Name  given  to  man  under  heaven  in 
whom  and  through  whom  we  may  obtain 
health  and  salvation,  but  only  the  Name  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ/

Those  who  have  ministered  in  the  wards  of 
hospitals  know  the  need  of  a concise  Service- 
book,  printed  in  good  type,  where  the  places  can 
easily  be  found,  and  which  has  some  clear  directions 
for  response  and  private  devotion. 

The  wards  contain  many  patients  who  have 
never  used  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  are 
quite  confused  when  they  attempt  to  do  so  : others, 
who  are  Church  people,  are  only  just  strong  enough 
to  pray  at  all,  and  should  have  their  course  made  as 
easy  as  possible.  Only  those  who  have  themselves 
been  seriously  ill  know  how  burdensome  a service 
may  become  if  much  demand  is  made  on  the 
powers  of  mind,  and  how  important  it  is  that  all 
the  available  strength  should  be  reserved  for  simple 
communion  with  God. 

What  is  wanted  is  a manual  founded  on  our 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  but  with  shorter  services  : 
yet  so  constructed  as  to  recall  Church  worship  to 
those  who  have  valued  it,  and  to  bring  others  to 
love  it  who  hitherto  have  not  known  its  beauty.  A 
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simple  companion  to  the  Holy  Communion, 
not  overburdened  with  directions,  nor  advising, 
during  sickness,  too  much  self-analysis,  but  with 
sufficient  guidance  to  make  the  intentions  of  the 
office  clear,  might  be  added  to  the  Hospital  Book 
and  s£fcve  as  a preliminary  to  fuller  devotions  when 
health  is  restored. 

Mr.  C.  Parkhurst  Baxter’s  Book  seems  to  be  a 
valuable  effort  to  meet  such  a requirement.

Give  unto  him,  we  beseech 
thee,  fresh  and  enlarged  measures  of  thy  Holy 
Spirit,  that  he  may  labour  among  us  in  the 
fulness  of  the  blessing  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.  Unto  us  give  more  grace  to  value 
and  to  improve  our  spiritual  privileges. 
While  the  day  of  salvation  lasts,  let  none  of  us 
receive  thy  grace  in  vain,  but  learn,  while  it 
is  called  to-day,  more  and  more  to  obey  thy 
Gospel,  and  to  walk  in  all  thy  commandments 
and  ordinances  blameless ; through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Redeemer.  Amen . 
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ALMIGHTY  God,  who  in  thy  wrath 
rememberest  mercy,  and  who  hast 
taught  us  that  whom  thou  lovest  thou 
chastenest,  we  beseech  thee  to  have  com- 
passion on  us  who  are  now  visited  with  the 
scourge  of  great  sickness  and  frequent  peril 
of  death ; give  us  grace  to  come  nearer  to 
thee  in  our  trouble,  and,  if  it  be  thy  will, 
remove  the  affliction  from  which  so  many  are 
suffering ; for  the  sake  of  thy  dear  Son,  our 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 

OLORD  Jesus  Christ,  who  when  here 
on  earth  didst  heal  all  the  diseases  of

0 SAVIOUR  of  the  world,  who  by  thy 
Cross  and  precious  Blood  hast  redeemed 
me,  Save  me,  and  help  me;  I humbly  be- 
seech thee,  O Lord.  Amen. 

A few  words  of  Advice  and  Exhortation 
to  those  who  have  been  Baptized  and  have 
put  on  Christ , and  who  are  desirous  of 
leading  holy  and  useful  lives , but  who 
have  hitherto  neglected  Confirmation  and 
the  receiving  of  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  Christ. 

I WOULD  say  to  you  that  the  Child  of 
God,  who  diligently  after  Prayer  reads 
the  Gospels — as  well  as  St.  PauFs  Epistles, 
will  there  find  a detailed  account  of  the 
Institution  of  the  Lord^s  Supper.  St.  John 
relates  the  discourse  which  took  place  then 
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in  the  13th,  14th,  15th,  and  16th  Chapters 
of  his  Gospel.  St.  Matthew  in  the  26th 
Chapter  of  his  Gospel  and  the  26th  verse,  says 
6 And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread 
and  blessed  it,  and  also  brake  it,  and  gave 
it  to  his  disciples,  and  said,  Take  eat  this  is 
my  Body.  And  he  took  the  Cup  and  gave 
thanks,  and  gave  it  to  them  saying,  Drink 
ye  all  of  it/  And  this  was  said  the  evening 
immediately  preceding  the  day  of  his  Cruci- 
fixion, while  our  Lord  was  eating  the  Paschal 
Supper  with  his  twelve  Apostles,  and  before 
Him  were  the  cakes  of  unleavened  bread 
according  to  the  Divine  appointment  [see 
Exodus  xii.  18).  There  were  also  before 
him  the  Cups,  which  long  custom  had 
connected  with  the  rites  of  the  Passover 
Feast,  one  of  which  was  called  the  Cup  of 
Blessing,  1 Cor.  x.  16.  These  simple  ele- 
ments of  bread  and  wine  were  then  ordained 
by  Christ  to  be  the  outward  part  or  Sign  of 
the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  to  be  received  by  all 
— Matt.  xxiv.  26;  Mark  xiv.  22;  Luke 
xxii.  19.  ‘This  do  in  remembrance  of 
Me.’ — ‘Drink  ye  all  of  it.’ 

Holy  Communion  or  the  Lord’s  Supper, 
as  well  as  Baptism,  is  a Sacrament  appointed 
by  Christ  Himself.  St.  Paul  tells  us  (1  Cor. 
xi.  23-26),  that  ‘the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same 
night  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread: 
and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake 
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it,  and  said.  Take,  eat:  this  is  my  body, 
which  is  broken  for  you  : this  do  in  remem- 
brance of  me.  After  the  same  manner  also 
he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  saying, 
This  cup  is  the  New  Testament  in  my  blood  : 
this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remem- 
brance of  me/ 

Those  who  neglect  the  Blessed  Sacrament 
of  Christ’s  Body  and  Blood,  from  week  to 
week,  from  month  to  month,  are  heaping  up 
to  themselves  a load  of  sins  of  omission,  that 
is,  of  duties  and  privileges  neglected. 

The  more  trials  and  temptations  and 
hindrances  we  have,  so  much  the  more  we 
need  the  comfort  and  refreshment  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  Christ.  Holy  Com- 
munion is  the  pledge  of  the  Love  of  God 
towards  every  one  of  us;  it  is  a means  of 
grace  to  help  in  keeping  us  from  sin  here, 
and  to  preserve  our  body  and  soul  to 
eternal  life,  because  it  unites  us  to  Christ. 
We  dwell  in  Christ,  and  Christ  in  us;  we 
are  one  with  Christ,  and  Christ  with  us. 
Our  Church  in  the  Catechism  puts  the  fol- 
lowing question,  and  answers  it  for  us — 
What  are  the  benefits  whereof  we  are  par- 
takers who  receive  the  Holy  Communion  ? 
They  are  the  strengthening  and  refreshing 
of  our  souls  by  the  Body  and  Blood  of 
Christ,  as  our  bodies  are  by  the  bread  and 
wine.  But  we  cannot  expect  to  be  so 
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strengthened  unless  we  receive  what  Christ 
offers  to  us — his  Body  and  Blood.  Christ 
has  promised  that  e whoso  eateth  my  Flesh 
and  drinketh  my  Blood  hath  everlasting  life, 
and  I will  raise  him  up  at  the  last  day/ 
* He  that  eateth  my  Flesh,  and  drinketh  my 
Blood,  dwelleth  in  me,  and  I in  him/  St.  Paul 
says,  ‘The  Cup  of  Blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it 
not  the  Communion  of  the  Blood  of  Christ  ? 
The  bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not  the 
Communion  of  the  Body  of  Christ  ? 

Do  we  not  pray  that  we  may  6 So  eat  the 
Flesh  of  the  Son  of  Man  and  drink  his 
Blood,  that  we  may  evermore  dwell  in  him, 
and  he  in  us/  So  are  the  benefits  great  if 
we  receive  the  same  worthily. 

The  wicked  and  such  as  have  not  a lively 
faith,  are  in  no  wise  partakers  of  the  benefits  of 
Holy  Communion.  They  dishonour  Christ, 
and  bring  upon  themselves  condemnation. 
Oh ! let  us  beware  lest  we  offend  God. 
The  Holy  God  yearns  over  us  with  tender 
pity  and  compassion,  beseeching  us  by  his 
love  to  be  followers  of  his  only-begotten 
Son  as  dear  children,  lest  we  should  come 
short  of  the  glory  of  entering  into  his  rest. 
Let  us  hold  fast  our  profession,  and  examine 
ourselves  whether  we  repent  us  truly  of  our 
former  sins,  stedfastly  purposing  to  lead  a 
new  life ; have  a lively  faith  in  God^s 
mercy  through  Christ,  with  a thankful  re- 
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membrance  of  his  death ; and  be  in  charity 
with  all  men. 

You  may  say  with  many  others,  c I am 
not  good  enough/  or  you  may  say,  eI  am 
not  fit  to  go  and  receive  so  great  a Sacrament 
as  this/ 

Let  me  ask  you  one  question, — Do  you 
believe  in  Christ  and  Christ’s  words  ? If  so, 
you  are  fit  to  receive  these  holy  mysteries. 
The  same  thing  that  fits  you  to  die,  makes 
you  fit  to  take  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper.  Do  you  think  that  staying  away 
from  the  Lord’s  Table  will  help  you  to  obey 
God’s  other  commandments  better  ? If  you 
dishonour  the  Lord  Jesus  in  one  way,  will 
that  help  you  to  reverence  him  in  another  ? 
Will  it  not  rather  add  to  your  condemnation  ? 
For  in  keeping  of  God’s  commandments  there 
is  very  great  reward. 

The  Master  lias  said  in  St.  John’s  Gospel, 
v.  24,  c Verily,  verily,  I say  unto  you,  he  that 
heareth  my  word,  and  believeth  on  him  that 
sent  me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and  shall  not 
come  into  condemnation  (judgement) ; but 
is  passed  from  death  unto  life.’ 

Do  you  say  now  that  you  are  afraid  to 
go  to  the  Lord’s  Table  ? Do  you  say  that 
you  are  not  fit  ? Is  it  so  ? Not  fit  ! Then 
let  me  tell  you  that  you  are  not  fit  to  die. 
If  death  should  overtake  you,  think  for  a 
moment,  and  answer  the  question — What 
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will  become  of  your  soul?  I pray  you  live 
no  longer  in  doubt.  Bring  your  sins  to  J esus, 
and  take  shelter  beneath  his  Cross.  He  is 
faithful,  and  if  you  do  this  with  a true 
penitent  heart  and  lively  faith,  you  will  be 
fit  to  receive  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  Christ.  Fit  to  die,  and 
fit  to  sit  down  at  your  Fathers  Table  in  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven. 

If  you  are  truly  penitent,  you  will  not 
stay  away  from  the  Lord’s  Table.  If  you 
wait  till  you  are  perfect,  you  will  never  come 
at  all : for  c there  is  none  righteous,  no  not 
one/  If  you  are  one  of  Christ’s  friends.  He 
will  help  you  by  giving  you  grace  for  your 
need.  His  Blood  will  wash  away  all  your 
imperfections,  and  make  you  fit,  not  only 
for  the  Holy  Sacrament  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  Christ:  but  fit  to  sit  down  with 
your  Lord  and  Saviour  in  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven. 

It  is  a most  precious  privilege  to  be  able 
to  come  to  the  Lord’s  Table.  It  is  a pledge 
of  God’s  love  to  you.  A means  of  grace  to 
help  you  in  keeping  you  from  sin,  and  to 
preserve  your  body  and  soul  to  eternal  life ; 
because  it  unites  you  to  Christ. 

According  to  my  Office,  I bid  you  in  the 
Name  of  God,  I call  you  in  Christ’s  behalf, 
I exhort  you,  as  you  love  your  own  salvation, 
that  you  will  be  a partaker  of  the  Holy 
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Communion.  And  as  the  Son  of  God  did 
vouchsafe  to  yield  up  his  soul  by  death  upon 
the  Cross  for  your  salvation ; so  it  is  your 
duty  to  receive  the  Holy  Communion  in 
remembrance  of  the  sacrifice  of  his  death, 
as  he  himself  hath  commanded : which  if 
you  shall  neglect  to  do,  consider  with  your- 
self how  great  injury  you  do  unto  God,  and 
how  sore  punishment  hangeth  over  your 
head  for  the  same ; when  you  wilfully 
abstain  from  the  Lord^s  Table,  and  separate 
from  your  brethren,  who  come  to  feed  on 
the  banquet  of  that  most  heavenly  food. 
These  things  if  you  earnestly  consider,  you 
will  by  God^s  grace  return  to  a better  mind : 
for  the  obtaining  whereof  we  shall  not  cease 
to  make  our  humble  petitions  unto  Almighty 
God  our  heavenly  Father  on  your  behalf.

Dear  Friend; — 

DO  not  think  that  all  is  over  now  that 
you  have  received  the  Holy  Communion. 
I want  to  say  to  you  that  if  you  have 
received  this  gift  of  God  in  faith;  you  have 
received  great  blessing.  And  it  is  now  your 
bo  unden  duty  to  try  and  keep  that  blessing. 

In  order  to  do  this;  you  will  have  to  be 
on  the  watch.  Our  blessed  Lord  has  said 
to  you  and  me;  6 Watch  and  pray;  lest  ye 
enter  into  temptation  : the  spirit  indeed  is 
willing^  but  the  flesh  is  weak’  (Matt.  xxvi. 
41).  If  we  ask  him5  wre  may  be  sure  that 
he  will  help  us.  We  know  from  his  blessed 
Word  that  he  will  not  withdraw  from  us,  so 
long  as  we  obey  his  will.  He  casteth  none 
out  that  come  to  him.

For  if  any  be  a hearer  of  the 
word,  and  not  a doer,  he  is  like  unto  a man 
beholding  his  natural  face  in  a glass : For 
he  belioldeth  himself,  and  goeth  his  way, 
and  straightway  forgetteth  what  manner  of 
man  he  was.  But  whoso  looketh  into  the 
perfect  law  of  liberty,  and  continueth  therein, 
he  being  not  a forgetful  hearer,  but  a doer 
of  the  work,  this  man  shall  be  blessed  in  his 
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deed.  If  any  man  among  you  seem  to  be 
religious,  and  bridleth  not  his  tongue,  but 
deceiveth  his  own  heart,  this  man’s  religion 
is  vain.  Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before 
God  and  the  Father  is  this,  To  visit  the 
fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction,  and 
to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world.

lowed be  thy  Name.  Thy  kingdom 
come.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  As 
it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses.  As 
we  forgive  them  that  trespass  against  us. 
And  lead  us  not  into  temptation;  But 
deliver  us  from  evil.  Amen. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  who 
J~\  of  thy  great  mercy  didst  save  Noah 
and  his  family  in  the  ark  from  perishing 
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by  water ; and  also  didst  safely  lead  the 
children  of  Israel  thy  people  through  the 
Red  Sea,  figuring  thereby  thy  holy  Bap- 
tism ; and  by  the  Baptism  of  thy  well- 
beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  river  Jordan, 
didst  sanctify  Water  to  the  mystical 
washing  away  of  sin;  We  beseech  thee,  for 
thine  infinite  mercies,  that  thou  wilt  merci- 
fully look  upon  this  Child ; wash  him  and 
sanctify  him  with  the  Holy  Ghost ; that 
he , being  delivered  from  thy  wrath,  may  be 
received  into  the  ark  of  Christ* s Church; 
and  being  stedfast  in  faith,  joyful  through 
hope,  and  rooted  in  charity,  may  so  pass 
the  waves  of  this  troublesome  world,  that 
finally  he  may  come  to  the  land  of  ever- 
lasting life,  there  to  reign  with  thee  world 
without  end;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.  Amen. 

MIGHTY  and  immortal  God,  the  aid 


of  all  that  need,  the  helper  of  all  that 
flee  to  thee  for  succour,  the  life  of  them  that 
believe,  and  the  resurrection  of  the  dead ; 
We  call  upon  thee  for  this  Infant , that  he , 
coming  to  thy  holy  Baptism,  may  receive 
remission  of  his  sins  by  spiritual  regeneration. 
Receive  him , O Lord,  as  thou  hast  promised 
by  thy  well-beloved  Son,  saying,  Ask,  and 
ye  shall  have ; seek,  and  ye  shall  find ;

Then  shall  the  Priest  say ,

Grant  that  all  carnal  affections  may  die 
in  Aim,  and  that  all  things  belonging  to  the 
Spirit  may  live  and  grow  in  him.  Amen. 
Grant  that  he  may  have  power  and  strength 
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to  have  victory,  and  to  triumph,  against  the 
devil,  the  world,  and  the  flesh.  Amen. 

Grant  that  whosoever  is  here  dedicated  to 
thee  by  our  office  and  ministry  may  also  he 
endued  with  heavenly  virtues,  and  ever- 
lastingly rewarded,  through  thy  mercy,  O 
blessed  Lord  God,  who  dost  live,  and  govern 
all  things,  world  without  end.  Amen . 


A LMIGHTY,  everliving  God,  whose  most 
XjL  dearly  beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ,  for 
the  forgiveness  of  our  sins,  did  shed  out  of 
his  most  precious  side  both  water  and  blood ; 
and  gave  commandment  to  his  disciples, 
that  they  should  go  teach  all  nations,  and 
baptize  them  In  the  Name  of  the  Father, 
the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost ; Regard,  we 
beseech  thee,  the  supplications  of  thy  people  ; 
sanctify  this  Water  to  the  mystical  washing 
away  of  sin  ; and  grant  that  this  Child , now 
to  be  baptized  therein,  may  receive  the 
fulness  of  thy  grace,  and  ever  remain  in  the 
number  of  thy  faithful  and  elect  children  ;

And  then , the  Child  being  named  by  some  one  that 
is  present,  the  Minister  shall  pour  Water  upon  it, 
saying  these  words ;

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WE  receive  this  Child  into  the  congrega- 
tion of  Christ* s flock,  *and  do  sign

make  a Cross  upon  the  the  Cross,  in  token  that 
Child' s forehead.  hereafter  he  shall  not 

be  ashamed  to  confess  the  faith  of  Christ 
crucified,  and  manfully  to  fight  under  his 
banner,  against  sin,  the  world,  and  the  devil ; 
and  to  continue  Christ’s  faithful  soldier  and 
servant  unto  his  life’s  end.  Amen. 

Then , all  kneeling  down,  the  Minister  shall  give 
thanks  unto  God , and  say, 

WE  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most 
merciful  Father,  that  it  hath  pleased 
thee  to  regenerate  this  Infant  with  thy  holy 
Spirit,  to  receive  him  for  thine  own  Child  by 
adoption,  and  to  incorporate  him  into  thy 
holy  Church.  And  we  humbly  beseech  thee 
to  grant,  that  as  he  is  now  made  partaker 
of  the  death  of  thy  Son,  so  he  may  be  also 
of  his  resurrection  ; and  that  finally,  with 
the  residue  of  thy  Saints,  he  may  inherit 
thine  everlasting  kingdom ; through  the 
same  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen, 

And  let  them  not  doubt,  but  that  the  Child  so  bap- 
tized is  lawfully  and  sufficiently  baptized,  and  ought 
not  to  be  baptized  again.  Yet  nevertheless,  if  the  Child , 
which  is  after  this  sort  baptized,  do  afterwards  live,  it  is 
expedient  that  it  be  brought  into  the  Church,  to  the  in- 
tent that , if  the  Minister  of  the  same  Parish  did  himself 
baptize  that  Child,  the  Congregation  may  be  certified  of 
the  true  Form  of  Baptism,  by  him  privately  before  used.
